HOLDUP CHARGE FILED 


Gromyko: Peace Price 
Still U.S. Withdrawal 


United Nations. N.Y. 


Thc Soviet Union denounced 
Friday the latest U.S. peace 
proposals on Viet Nam as a 
sliam, and demanded anew 
a U.S. military withdrawal as 
the price for peace in South- 
cast Asia. 


But the United States re- 


fused to accept a hard-hitting 
hour-long speech by Soviet 
Minister Andrei Gromko in 
Hie U.N. General Assembly 
as the final word, and said 
U still awaited n considered 
reply to its Viet Nam pro- 
posals. 


The United States offered 


Thursday to halt the bombing 
of North Viet Nam if it got 
assurances from Hanoi that 
it would take corresponding 
measures to defuse the war. 
It proposed also that both 
sides agree to a timetable for 
a supervised military with- 
drawal. 


Defends Course 


The proposals drew this com- 


ment from Gromyko: 


"What docs the statement 


made here in the General 
Assembly yesterday on be- 
half of the United States gov- 
ernment mean? 


"It means that the United 


States government defends its 
aggressive course In the Viet 
Nam question, and that there 
arc still no signs testifying 
to the seriousness of the in- 
tention of Washington to seek 
a settlement of this problem, 
and to stop the aggression 
ugnlnst the Vietnamese peo- 
ple."

Willingness 


"If the sincerity of these 


offers is to be tested or ques- 
tioned, it should be tested 
not by verbal attacks nor by 
veiled warnings, but by ex- 
ploring our willingness to take 
action—deeds—to match our 
words." 


He a s s e r t e d that the 


greater a nation's power the 


greater is its responsibility 
for peace, and added: 


"We of the United States 


will persevere in our efforts 
for peace in Viet Nam. We 
still await a considered reply 
to our affirmative proposals, 
and we continue in the hope 
that ail members of this or- 
ganization will join In this 
great endeavor." 


Hanoi assailed the U.S. pro- 


posals as 
hypocritical.

broadcast dispatch from the 
official North Viet Nam news 
agency said 
Goldberg ad- 


vanced the proposals in an 
attempt "to get the United 
Nations to interfere in the 
Viet Nam issue so that the 
United States will be able to 
continue its aggression."

Suspect Sought

Police Friday night said they had Identified a young 


man suspected of being the gunman who held up the Have- 
luck National Bank Friday afternoon and then escaped to 
a waiting car after he disarmed a motorcycle policeman. 


The suspect uas named in a warrant as Charles 0. Schu- 


mack. He was charged on three counts of robbery, one count 
for each of three tellers from whom money was taken. 


Schumack was sentenced in 


November of 1960 to t w o 
years in the Penitentiary on 
each of two counts of bur- 
glary. 


Police said the identifica- 


tion was made by comparing 
a composite picture of t h e 
suspect, drawn according to 
descriptions from eycxvitnes- 
scs, with pictures of ex-con- 
victs. 


Stayed At Motel 


They did say that the sus- 


pect had apparently stayed at 
a local motel Thursday night 
under the name of C. Holt. 


He was described by police 


as 24, white, of small build, 
approximately five f e e t 10 
i n c h e s tall, weighing1 155 
pounds, with dark wavy hnir 
combed forward. 


The young man was be- 


lieved to be wearing a blue 
and white sweater, open at 
the front, and dark trousers. 
He was bebeved driving a 
white, 19G3 Chevy convertible, 
with Washington state license 
plates. 


Police theorized t h a t a 


dark-haired teenage girl who 
was seen in the car near the 
bank might be with the sus- 
pect. 
Early Saturday morning, 


with the FBI also alerted and a 
seven-state a l a r m being 
broadcast, 
police said they 


still were "not discounting 
the possibility" that the man 
might still be in Lincoln. 


Dragnet Out 


A dragnet was out for the 


man after a gunman had tak- 
en money at gunpoint from 
three tellers at the bank but 
dropped at least $700 in the 
bank and the street. 


Bank officials said their net 


loss was only $99. An earlier 
figure of $1,279 was caused

a restriction of foreign aid to 
nations which trade with the 
enemy. 


Democrats' Weakness 


Nixon said, "The failure of 


the President to unite his own 
party" behind the war effort 
is the administration's great 
foreign policy weakness. 


Nebraska, he said, is a key 


state in the 1966 elections. 


Republicans can win a 


governorship here, and the 
contest between Sen. Carl 
Curtis and Gov. Frank Mor- 
rison Is "one of the hottest 
Senate races In the country," 
he noted.

Washington (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Johnson signed into law 
Friday a: bill raising the 
minimum wage hy 35 cents 
an hour and extending its 
coverage to 8.1 million more 
workers. 


The bill, organized labor's 


only major victory of the 
year in Congress, will raise 
the federal hourly minimum 
to $1.60 by 1968-u six-fold 
Increase since It was first 
set in 1938. 


Surrounded by congression- 


al and labor leaders at the 
White House ceremony, John- 
son 
challenged 
arguments 


that the new increase would 
force some employers to lay 
off workers rather than pay 
them more. 


In Friday's bustling econ- 


omy, the President said, an 
employer who can not afford 
to pay the minimum "just 
may not be a good business- 
man." 


Provisions 


The new law will: 
—Increase the minimum for 


about 30 million persons pres- 
ently covered to $1.40 on Feb. 
1, 1967, and to $1.60 on Feb. 
1,1968. 


—Establish a $1 minimum 


Feb. 1, 1967, for 8.1 million 
newly covered workers with 
15-ccnt a n n u a l Increases to 
$1.30 
for an estimated 400,- 


000 farm workers and to 
$1.60 for 7.7 million employes 
In retail, sen-ice and other 
Industries. 


The President said the bill 


was intended to help "the 
workers you seldom see." He 
said it would "give a greater 
share of personal dignity" to 
those never before covered 
by the minimum wage law- 
farm 
workers, charwomen, 


bellhops, laundry workers and 
others. 


He said the signing of the 


bill marked one of the "splcn- 
a tuo-vcar-old order against in- 
life. 
"Frankly," 
he said, 


"that's what being president 
is all about."

new surpluses or a y e a r 
away from shortages and in 
some ways is more difficult 
to administer than the era of 
w o r k i ng toward reducing 
new surpluses. 


Jacnkc said the increase of 


30O> of wheat allotment acre- 
age allowed farmers for the 
1967 crop is "not going to be 
such to plummet p r i c e s 
down to loan levels." 


He said a strong export de- 


mand and with farmers hav- 
ing the advantage of a near 
$1.32 ner 
bushel loan value 


on their 1967 crop w o u l d 
allow for moving produciton 
into consumption at favorable 
market times. 


Jaenke indicated t h a t just 


as soon as figures are avail- 
able to provide a guide on the 
fall feed grain harvest an 
announcement will be forth- 
coming on what farmers can 
expect for a 1967 Feed Grains 
Program.

It is quite true that surface 
appearances can be deceiving but they 
can also be quite revealing. Take a drive 
through Lincoln, for instance, and see the 
differences that prevail in one area and 
another. Differences not necessarily in the 
cost of the housing, but in the housekeep- 
ing.You may find a neighborhood that is 
generally run-down but right in the mid- 


dle of it is a sparkling 
home, well p a i n t e d 
and ncaty landscaped, 
sticks out like a sore 
thumb and you contem- 


plate what the area in general would look 
like if all the people living there had the 
same pride as the people in the well kept 
home. There is no price range that estab- 
lishes pride. It can be achieved in a 
$6,000 home as well as a $60,000 mansion. 
Pride is not the amount of money you 
have in your place but the effort you are 
willing to expend in maintaining it. 


If the front yard is a dusty nuisance, 


the porch Is sagging, the paint peeling 
from around the windows, the place clut- 
tered with trash and junk, the screens In 
poor repair and so forth, the residence is 
nothing but an eyesore. For less than $50, 
this same place could be turned Into a 
home that would draw favorable comment 
from everyone who saw it. For $50, that is, 
and a good deal of elbow grease. 


Why isn't it done? Some people may 


lack the $50 but not very many of them. 
Most such cases involve lack of initiative, 
encouraged often times by the total envi- 
ronment in which the individual finds him- 
self. If surrounded by such a situation, he 
sees little point in cleaning up his own 
place. 


The 1965-66 annual report of the Lin- 


coln-Lancaster County Health Department 
is encouraging on this score of environ- 
mental health, the expert reference to what 
most of us would describe as a well keot 
home. "As a result of the Environmental 
Health Index Survey," says the report, 
"four neighborhood clean-up 
campaigns 


took place this past year within Lincoln. 
City personnel and equipment, including 
trucks, were utilized for this purpose with 
the support and endorsement of Mayor 
(Dean) Petersen. 


"An objective of the Health Depart- 


ment, in addition to the removal of refuse, 
debris and garbage, was to involve neigh-

borhood residents in planning and super- 
vising, as well as the actual clean-up work 
to develop pride In a job well done so 
that the neighborhood would not revert to 
the former state of unsightly appearance 
and dilapidation. This apparently 
has 


worked well in three of the neighbor- 
hoods ... 


"Two or three additional neighborhood 


clean-up campaigns are planned for this 
coming year. An operation of this kind Is 
time-consuming because considerable efforl 
Is expended In'obtaining the active par- 
ticipation of the residents in each neigh- 
borhood. Once Interest and enthusiasm 
have been aroused, time Is required for 
follow-up to maintain Interest and pride In 
a clean neighborhood... 


"A most recent development in this 


area of activity is the 'Neighborhood 
Mayor Conferences.' This arrangement 
functions as the liaison between represent- 
atives of the neighborhood groups and the 
mayor, and helps insure that agreed-upon 
action is actually followed up and done 
according to plan." 


This program has not received a great 


deal of publicity, although some of its re- 
sults have been publicized. If it had been 
widely discussed prior to its adoption, one 
wonders if it would have come to fruition. 
It would undoubtedly have been claimed 
that any such activity constitutes a gov- 
ernmental invasion of personal privacy. 


But the program has worked with no 


objections being voiced to U. It is the kind 
of government action that Is most highly 
recommended. It is a program of motiva- 
tion and self-help that has done more than 
simply make the city more attractive. 


A person with new-found pride, in 


whatever area it might be, is a person 


with more hope and en- 
thusiasm. It would be 
surprising if the people 
living in the neighbor- 
hoods where the plan 


has worked have not discovered other bene- 
fits. One imagines that the neighborhoods 
are now more friendly than they were and 
the families living there have made progress 
in many areas of their lives. With pride, they 
can work better at their jobs and do a more 
responsible job of raising their children. 


With pride they find a satisfaction in 


living that might well have escaped 
them before. What a neighborhood looks 
like on the outside may not tell the whole 
story of people living there but it is a good 
indication of things.

With United Airlines serving Lincoln 
from east to west and coast to coast and 
Frontier now rapidly opening new areas of 
travel Lincoln has made strides in terms 
of major air service. 


It pays to bet on a winner and Lincoln

Powell And Congress 


The House is clipping the wings of 


the high flying Rep. Adam Clayton Powell. 


Powell a New York congressmen with 


22 years of service, 30 years pastor of New 
York City's Abbysinian Baptist church, 
has been in an enviable position in the 
halls of Congress by virtue of seniority and 
a good deal of capability. It is not his good 
capacities that the Congress is .complain- 
ing about. It is his disdain for the image 
of Congress and the personal actions that 
make that disdain known to the public. He 
junkets on counterpart funds, maintains a 
Carribean hideaway and plays both ends 
against the middle politically. Being a Ne- 
gro he has a strong defense. His colleagues 
restrain themselves for that reason. Thus 
far he is unbeatable in his home district. 


Powell has set anything but an exem- 


plary record as chairman of committee. 
He has exercised a chairman's right to 
pigeonhole legislation and to ignore t h e 
feelings of his committeeman. This is 
where the present move against him would 
weaken him. 


Powell must accept his part of the 


fault, but the Congress is also at fault. If 
it has a code of ethics it is so loosely ob- 
served that it can do only mild things to 
a member as is Powell. If the Congress 
was inclined to legislate against its own 
weakness it c o u l d act more strongly 
against, not' only Rep. Powell, but any 
number of other congressmen who are 
hardly better, only more obscure. 


This is to say that Powell's best defense 


is the behaviour of his colleagues. 


Editorial Of The Day 


Chemical Warfare 


From The Washington (D.C.) Post 


The scientists who have petitioned the 


President to undertake a study of over-all 
Government policy regarding chemical and 
bacteriological warfare have made a sound 
suggestion. It would be a good idea to 
have a commission or committee go over 
the complicated issues involved and make 
national policy recommendations. 
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It is too bad that the scientists' peti- 


tion not only asked for a study but, at the 
same time and in the same document, 
set forth some of the findings at which 
the study ought to arrive. That seems to 
be prejudicing the inquiry in advance. But 
the tactical error does not diminish from 
the wisdom of the study. 


The United States has had a policy 


against the employment of such weapons 
on our initiative. But in the meantime, 
expenditures for research in the field have 
multiplied many times. And the tactical 
use of defoliants, crop poisons and tear 
gas in South Vietnam has clouded the issue 
and confused the policy. 


Issues involved in the use of these 


weapons transcend the considerations that 
confront local commanders. Judgements as 
to national policy cannot he left to the 
exigencies of field situations. U is fre- 
quently necessary to forego the employ-, 
merit of means that would be locally effec- 
tive if their use, subsequently, by an ene- 
my, might involve the loss of American 
lives. It seems certain that it would not 
be to our advantage, in the long run, to 
break the restraints that now limit the 
use of these fearful devices. AH of the 
dreadful possibilities need to be examined 
coolly and carefully by competent offi- 
cials. Probably the historic position of the 
United States would be supported by the 
study. In that case, a restatement o f , 
American policy would help prevent the 
world-wide proliferation of the use of these 
implements.

LOS ANGELES—The House 


of Representatives has been 
very loath 
to 
investigate 


Doddism. But if it ever gets 
around to setting up an ethics 
committee, as proposed by 
Rep. Charles Bennett, D-Fla., 
one of the first congressmen 
it should probe is Rep. James 
B. Utt, R-Calif., who, like 
Sen. Dodd, has dipped into 
his campaign chest to pay 
private bills. 


Specifically, Utt, who rep- 


resents the John Birch ter- 
ritory around Disneyland and 
Knott's Berry Farm, used 
$9,000 in campaign contri- 
butions to wage a libel suit 
against the Columbia Broad- 
casting Company. 


The California contributors 


gave Utt the money to help 
pay his reelection costs, not 
to fight a private lawsuit. 
However, though Utt's polit- 
ics are arch-conservative, he 
is very liberal with other 
people's money. 


If he had won the $5,250,000 


he demanded from CBS, it 
is doubtful that . he would 
have divided the money with 
the contributors who unknow- 
ingly paid his legal expen s. 


These expenses were paid 


In the form of one $7,000 
check by the "Utt For Con- 
gress Committee." The check 
was made out to Irving Me- 
Cann, the Washington attor- 
ney who handled Utts's libel 
case. An additional $1,000 
was also paid to McCann out 
of campaign funds. Another 
$1,000 went to Utt himself 
for his "travel, living and 


legal expenses" connected 
with the lawsuit. 


The law suit against CBS 


was over a report, carried in 
Utt's newsletter in 1963, that 
the United Nations, using 
"barefoot 
African 
troops" 


planned to use "Operation 
Water Moccasin " in Georgia 
to start a takeover of the 
United States.

picked up the report and 
sounded dire warnings about 
the subversive danger of the 
United Nations. This caused 
CBS to film a documentary, 
"Case study Of A Rumor,"

spreading the rumor. The 
congressman denied that he 
was the originator, claimed 
his reputation had been dam- 
aged, and brought suit. A 
New York federal jury re- 
turned a 10-2 verdict favoring 
CBS. 


Utt has also denied a state- 


ment by Jack Anderson in 
this column that he had a 
conflict of interest in op- 
posing the House investiga- 
tion of tax-exempt founda- 
tions. Anderson had pointed 
out that Utt was close to the 
Irvine Foundation, which con- 
trols 53 per cent of the voting 
slock of the Irvine company.

House Uses Sanction 


Against Rep. Powell 


WASHINGTON—The House 


was defending itself when its 
Education and Labor Com- 
mittee curbed the delegated 
powers of its brilliant and 
agile chairman, Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell, a New York 
Negro. 


Powell's free-wheeling con- 


duct has become a byword in 
the country to the point 
where members had to weigh 
the political risk of attacking 
him against the political risk 
of seeming helpless to act 
against him. 


For Powell, handsome in 


bearing and quick of tongue, 
retains his hold on large 
sections of the Negro com- 
munity, no matter what he 
does. Many Negroes seem to 
identify with him and his 
strolls down the primrose 
path; his indifference to the 
norms of political conduct 
arc viewed as revenge for 
the abhorrent doctrine of 
white supremacy. 


But Powell to the contrary, 


racism had n o t h i n g to do 
with K except in a few un- 
important 
instances. 
Con- 


gress hates to attack a mem- 
ber and rarely docs. There Is 
much admiration for Powell's 
undoubted talents, possibly 
some envy of his physical 
presence. 


But when he threatened 


the reputation of the House, 
making his committee look 
like puppets and the House 
insecure, he went too far. 
£ ft f? 
lie is correct in charging 


that other committee chair- 
men have run their commit- 
tees with an equally strong 
hand. But these men have 
generally been acutely con- 
scious of the accepted lim- 
its. They have been work- 
horses whose first love was 
the House. Most of such 
men have had few outside 
interests. 


More brilliant than most 


members, Powell has been 
relaxed in all his attitudes 
toward his work and unique 
status, and in that relaxa- 
tion he became careless. He 
has been able to flout pub- 
lic opinion in his home state, 
but it is still a big country 
and its public opinion caught 
up with him. 


Only time will show wheth- 


er he will pull back in the 
presence 
of 
chastisement 


and whether his committee 
has the will to enforce its 
new rules on him. Those new 
rules arc, as he says, the 
House rules; nevertheless, 
they curb his pocket veto of 
legislation, his spending and 
hiring powers.

He is not out of t h e 


woods with respect to his 
management of public mon- 
ey. A House administration 
subcommittee is examining 
that aspect of his conduct 
in office.

Why isn’t it done? Som e p eo p le m ay 
lack the $50 but not very m any of them . 
M ost such cases involve lack of initiative, 
encourag ed often tim es by the total envi­ 
ronm ent in which the individual finds him ­ 
self. If surrounded by such a situation, he 
sees little point in cleaning up his own 
place. 


The 19 65-66 annual report of the Lin- 
coln-L ancaster County H ealth Departm ent 
is encourag ing on this score of environ­ 
m ental health, the ex pert reference to what 
m ost of us would describe as a well kept 
hom e. “ As a result of the E nvironm ental 
H ealth Index Survey ,” say s the report, 
“ four 
neighborhood 
clean-up 
cam paig ns 
took place this past y ear within Lincoln. 
City personnel and equipm ent, including 
trucks, w ere utilized for this purpose with 
the support and endorsem ent of May or 
(D ean) P etersen. 
“ An objective of the Health D epart­ 
m ent, in addition to the rem oval of refuse, 
debris and g arbag e, w as to involve neig h­ 


borhood residents in planning and super­ 
vising , as well as the actual clean-up work 
to develop pride in a job well done so 
that the neighborhood would not revert to 
the form er state of unsig htly appearance 
and 
dilapidation. 
This 
apparently 
h a s 
worked 
well in three 
of the 
neig hbor­ 
hoods . . . 
“ Two or three additional neighborhood 
clean-up cam paig ns are planned for this 
com ing y ear. An operation of this kind is 
tim e-consum ing because considerable effor^ 
is ex pended in obtaining the active par­ 
ticipation of the residents in each neig h­ 
borhood. 
Once 
interest 
and 
enthusiasm 
have been aroused, tim e is required for 
follow-up to m aintain interest and pride in 
a clean neighborhood . . . 
“ A m ost recent developm ent in this 
area 
of 
activity 
is 
the 
‘Neighborhood 
M ay or C onferences.’ T h i s 
arrang em ent 
functions as the liaison between represent­ 
atives of the neighborhood groups and the 
m ay or, and helps insure that agreed-upon 
action is actually followed up and done 
according to plan.” 
★ 
This prog ram has not received a g reat 
deal of publicity , althoug h som e of its re­ 
sults have been publicized. If it had been 
widely discussed prior to its adoption, one 
w inders if it would have com e to fruition. 
It would undoubtedly have been claim ed 
that any such activity constitutes a g ov­ 
ernm ental invasion of personal privacy . 
But the program has worked with no 
objections being voiced to it. It is the kind 
of g overnm ent action that is m ost hig hly 
recom m ended. It is a prog ram of m otiva­ 
tion and self-help that has done more than 
sim ply m ake the city m ore attractive. 
A person 
with new-found 
pride, 
in 
w hatever area it m ig ht be, is a person 
w ith m ore hope and en­ 
thusiasm . It would be 
surprising if the people 
living in the neig hbor­ 
hoods where the plan 
has worked have not discovered other bene­ 
fits. One im ag ines that the neighborhoods 
are now m ore friendly than they were and 
the fam ilies living there have m ade prog ress 
in m any areas of their lives. With pride, they 
can work better at their jobs and do a m ore 
responsible job of raising their children. 
With pride they find a satisfaction in 
living that 
might w ell 
have 
e s c a p e d 
them before. What a neighborhood looks 
like on the outside m ay not tell the whole 
story of people living there but it is a good 
indication of thing s.

But declarer saw one ray 


of hope. It was clear from 
the lead, as well as t h e 


bidding, that West had no 
clubs. T h e r e were also 
strong indications that West 
h a d a large number of 
spades headed by the king. 


So, to take advantage of 


the situation—and since nor- 
mal play was bound to fail 
—South a d o p t e d a rare 
method" of play to make the 
slam. 


He c a s h e d the A-K of 


hearts, and on them dis- 
carded the A-Q of spades! 
He then r u f fe d a heart. 
With both opponents follow- 
ing suit, thus proving that 
the hearts were divided 4-3, 
business began to look good. 


Declarer next led a dia- 


mond to the ace and ruffed 
the fourth round of hearts 
high. This established t h e 
10-8 as tricks. The rest was 
easy. South drew two more 
rounds of trumps and 1 c d 
a spade toward the jack. 


West, 
with only spades 


left, was forced to go up 
with the king and return a 
spade to the jack, and this, 
in turn, permitted South to 
discard all t h r e e of his 
clubs to make the slam. 


The hand indicates t h a t 


some slight ingenuity ap- 
plied at the right time and 
place can do no harm and 
may occasionally do some 
good in a tight situation. 
The apparently impossible 
can sometimes be accom- 
plished. Never give up!

HELP FROM BARNES IMPROVES BLOCKING TECHNIQUES 


STORY AT RIGHT 


PROBLEM SOLVED . . . Pefersen.

One of the prices of success for Ne- 


braska's Kelly Petersen has been a dras- 
tic cutback In -the number of times his 
name is mentioned by the news media. 


A year ago, Petersen's name was 


constantly In print since he was one of the 
weaknesses In pre-season evaluations of 
the 1965 Huskers. No longer a weakness, 
Petersen is now taken for granted. 


But the husky Cozad blond is happier 


now that he can concentrate on the Satur- 
day foe rather than having to battle for 
a job from week to week. 


"Last year, I kept reading and hear- 


ing about our weakness at center." Kelly 
recalls. "And when I would see W a l t 
Barnes staying after practice to w o r k 
for a few minutes on snapping the ball, 
it made me wonder if I was accomplish- 
ing anything." 


After the first couple of games, Peter- 


sen removed the weakness tab from the 
center position and came back this year 
feeling secure about bis job, but it was a 
security that Petersen channeled in the 
proper direction. 


"I didn't want to let the c o a c h e s 


down," Petersen explains, "because they 
had given me every chance to prove my- 
self. So I wanted to come back in better 
shape than I had ever been in before." 


To accomplish this, Kelly passed up a 


couple of offers for office employment 
during the summer and grabbed at a job 
with a Lincoln construction company. 


"When I got the job, I went to the 


boss and told him I wanted the hardest 
jobs he had no matter what they were," 
Petersen points ont. "And be cooperated 
fully." 


Petersen came to fall camp at 212 


pounds and weighed in at 215 a couple of 
days later on official weigh-in day. This 
was 15 pounds lighter than he weighed a 
year agft. 


"Being lighter has helped me a great 


deal," he says, "in the more difficult 
blocking assignments and it has helped 
my quickness by about 20%." 


And while the Huskers will be out- 


weighed by today's foe, this will not be a 
strange role for Petersen, nor for bis two 
lighter sidekicks, LaVerne Allers and Jim 
Osberg. 


"We have to play against our own de- 


fense and they're pretty big." Peterson 
points out "We have become used to 
blocking big guys because we have to 
block against Jim McCord, Carel Stith 
and Wayne Meylan, none of whom are 
what you call little guys." 


Petersen also feels he has learned a 


great deal about blocking bigger foes from 
last year's Husker All-American Barnes. 


"Walt worked with me a lot last year 


on my blocking," Petersen remembers. 
"He would help me by telling me things I 
was doing wrong and he gave me some 
tips about blocking bigger men like him- 
self." 


Petersen may be called upon to use 


those 
instructions from Barnes today 


since he could wind up blocking Spain 
Musgrove, the Aggies' 280-pound defensive 
tackle. 


"If they line up straight against us. 


the man on my nose weighs only about 
208 pounds," Petersen explains, "But if 
they overshlft like they have done at 
times against an unbalanced line, then 
Musgrove would be on my nose." 


Because he has held the No. 1 center 


job since winning It last fall, Petersen 
feels he is better able to cope with block- 
ing problems. 


"This year, I was able to work on 


techniques," he relates. "I 'work hard on 
pulling, learning to chop block and to pass 
block better. 
"Last year I was more concerned 


about my job." 


And the fact that Petersen, Allers 


and Osberg have been able to work in- 
tact all fall has helped the Huskers, the 
NU center feels. 
"We have been able to work together 


and to try different things," he explains. 
"We all know what to expect from each 
other." 


Kelly won the job with his perfor- 


mance in the first game of the season 
a year ago against TCU. 


"It was a big relief when I finally 


felt that I had won the job," he recalls. 
"I think that's one reason for coach De- 
vaney's success. 


"When he feels you've proven that 


you deserve a chance, be gives yon every 
'chance to make it. And In that first 
game, he was going to give Duncan and I 
a chance to see if we could handle It be- 
fore he moved Barnes." 


Petersen handled it and has been 


handling it ever since. 


"He is a tremendous offensive cen- 


ter," Devaney beams, "And he has done 
a good job for us. He's usually the first 
man down on punt coverage. He always 
hustles 100%.

One of the p rices of su ccess for Ne­ 
braska’s Kelly Petersen has been a dras­ 
tic cu tback in the nu mber of times his 
name is mentioned by the news media. 
A y ear ag o, Petersen’s name w a s 
constantly in p rint since he was one of the 
weaknesses in p re-season ev alu ations of 
the 19 6 5 Hu skers. No long er a weakness, 
Petersen is now taken for g ranted. 
Bu t the hu sky Cozad blond is hap p ier 
now that he can concentrate on the Satu r­ 
day foe rather than hav ing to battle for 
a job from week to week. 
“ Last y ear, I kep t reading and hear­ 
ing abou t ou r weakness at center.” Kelly 
recalls. “ And when I wou ld see W a l t 
Barnes stay ing after p ractice to w o r k 
for a few minu tes on snap p ing the ball, 
it made me wonder if I was accomp lish­ 
ing any thing .” 
After the first cou p le of g ames, Peter­ 
sen remov ed the weakness tab from the 
center p osition and came back this y ear 
feeling secu re abou t his job, bu t it was a 
secu rity that Petersen channeled in t h e 
p rop er direction. 
“ I didn’t want to let the c o a c h e s 
down,” Petersen ex p lains, “becau se they 
had g iv en me ev ery chance to p rov e my ­ 
self. So I wanted to come back in better 
shap e than I had ev er been in before.” 
To accomp lish this, Kelly p assed u p a 
cou p le of offers for office emp loy ment 
du ring the su mm er and g rabbed at a job 
with a Lincoln constru ction comp any . ___ 


“When I g ot the job, I went to the 
boss and told him I wanted the hardest 
jobs he had no m atter what they were,” 
Petersen p oints ou t. “ And he coop erated 
fu lly .” 
Petersen came to fall camp at 212 
p ou nds and weig hed in at 215 a cou p le of 
day s later on official weig h-in day . This 
was 15 p ou nds lig hter than he weig hed a 
y ear ag 6 . 
“Being lig hter has help ed me a g reat 
deal,” he say s, “ in the more difficu lt 
blocking assig nments and it has help ed 
my qu ickness by abou t 20%.” 
And while the Hu skers will be ou t­ 
weig hed by today ’s foe, this will not be a 
strang e role for Petersen, nor for his two 
lig hter sidekicks, LaVerne Allers and Jim 
Osberg .

Pen Inmates, Chaplain Warn Against Integration

"Somebody is going to get 


killed" if an all-white cell 
block at the State -Peniten- 
tiary is integrated, white and 
Neg'ro inmates and a Catholic 
chaplain warned here Friday. 


State Penal Complex direc- 


tors, guards, and white and 
Negro Inmates described and 
reiterated details of an un- 
precedented "explosive situa- 
tion" of racial tension to 
members of the Governor's 
Advisory Committee on In- 
stitutions and W e l f a r e at a 
nine-hour public hearing Fri- 
day in the penitentiary. 


The committee 
investiga- 


tion of alleged racial dis- 
crimination at the penal com- 
plex as charged by a news 
article carried in the Omaha 
Star included participation of 
State Sen. Edward R. Danner 
of Omaha, who had visited 
the institution earlier and 
talked with a few of the Neg- 
ro convicts. 


Hearing Continued 


Warden Maurice Sigler and 


his staff, two chaplains, three 
officers, 16 Negro inmates 
and two white inmates testi- 
fied during the day-long ses- 
sion led by committee chair- 
man Jack Molsbee of McCook. 
The hearing will be continued 
Saturday. 


Both Negro and white in- 


mates, apparently under the 
impression the 
committee

Father Cronan Murphy, the 


Catholic chaplain, told the 
committee "if any changes 
arc made somebody is going 
to get killed in this institution 
and that is your responsibi- 
lity." 


Father Murphy said he felt 


it is "very unwise to change 
any major policies already 
working well," noting that un- 
til "outsiders" started listen- 
ing to complaints of "mal- 
contents who wouldn't adjust 
anywhere" the penitentiary 
had experienced good race 
relations. 


Several Complain 


However, several Negro in- 


mates complained that dis- 
criminatory p o l i c i e s were 
practiced by the penitentiary 
administration because 
the 


east cell block was not inte- 
grated. 


Most pointed out that al- 


though they bad never been 
in the cell, it was kncmn that 
the east cell block had better 
beds.

change of any kind was ne- 
cessary or called for." 


Officer Agrees 


A Negro officer at the com- 


plex. Lt. Milton Bullock, testi- 
fied he was in c o m p l e t e 
agreement with Siglcr's rea- 
soning, saying he also thought 
it was "in the best interests 
of the Penitentiary." 


A 26-year-old Negro jailed 


for life'on a first d e g r e e 
murder charge, complained 
that unlike the unite inmates, 
he did not "have the oppor- 
tunity to live in any cell he 
wanted to live in. 


Claiming that nine out of 


his 10 friends lived in t h e 
East Cell, he said he did not 
believe any of the residents 
would harm him if he tried 
to live there.

"hard-core" Xegroes were 
creating dissension between 
the races, indicating some

tion" when they didn't get 
anything they wanted. 


"If \ou have the educa- 


tional background and capa- 
bilities you can take up any 
trade offered in the institu- 
tion and advance to key po- 
sitions." a 
-40-j car-old ac- 


cused robber declared. 


Both white inmates who 


testified Friday claimed there 
is no discrimination against 
Xegroes. One lived in the 
segregated east cellbloek and 
the other said his "bunk 
buddy" is a Negro in a trusty 
dormitory. 


Danncr Questions 


Sen. 
Danner 
questioned 


every inmate about the num- 
ber of Negro inmates in the 
east cellbloek. whether in the 
past Negroes had been dis- 
criminated against in any of 
the prison occupations, a n d 
whether punishment in the 


c o m p 1 c x for breaking tho 
rules was equal. 


Danncr pressed some of the 


Inmates, who* testified t h a t 
they felt no discrimination or 
p r e j u d i c e , about being 
prompted In their statements 
by the administration, par- 
ticularly through fear. 


Warden Sigler brought >to 


the c o m m i t t e e extensive 
testimony about alleged mis- 
treatment as published by the 
Omaha Star, of a convict who 
severely beat and "left 
for 


dead" one of the -prison 
guards. 


Statements from tho vic- 


tim Officer Chopp were fol- 
lowed by a rambling account 
by Leon Mason relating his 
movements, conversation and 
thoughts during the incident 
and his induction Into t h e 
penitentiary. 


Mason claimed the guards 


were prejudiced and that he 
received undue harsh treat- 
ment as punishment, telling 
the committee that "If a 
white person had done it he 
wouldn't have received such 
a sentence."
